We, the undersigned, have considered the application of the College Stores
Propertied, Inc., acting by and through Prank R. Rundell, for permission to construct,
maintain, and operate a drive-In gasoline filling station and to construct commercial
driveways In conjunction therewith upon property located at the northeast corner of
the Intersection of Ka,st 17th Street and 3an Jaclnto Street, which property IB known
as Lot 1, Outlet $7, Division HEH of the Oovernment Outvote adjoining the Original
Olty of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and which property Is owned by the said
College Stores Properties, Inc., and we hereby advise that the following conditions
exist;

The property upon which this filling station li to be located Is designated
as *CN Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

A utorm a«wer exists In San Jaclnto Street opposite the above described proper-
ty*

We recommend that the College .stores Properties, Inc., acting by and through
Frank R. Rundell, be granted permission to construct, maintain and operate said
drive-In gasoline filling station and to construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks In
conjunction therewith, subject to the following conditions:

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed Inside of the property
line, correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment Is In-
stalled* Lines and grades to be obtained from the City Engineering Department for
entrances and driveways, building lines to toe approved by the Building Inspector.
That the applicant shall confer with the City Engineering Department as to the
future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent streets before he starts
any construction relative to the filling station.

(2) That all construction of the filling station Improvements shall be In
accord with the building ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordi-
nance, and In accord with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water
or oils upon the City streets*,

(3) That the grades of the station shall be suoh that no waste oils or water
or any floor washings shall ever pass over the Olty sidewalk area and that all of
said oils and water shall be concentrated Into, a combined grease and sand trap
which shall be constructed In accordance with our standard plan 2-H-lW and shall
be conducted by a pipe connection from said sand trap to the nearest storm sewer
at the expense of the applicant* Before commencement of any construction, the
applicant shall apply to the City Engineer for an estimate of the cost of that por-
tion of the storm sewer which will have to be built within any Olty street or alley
and shall deposit In escrow a sum equal to said estimate with the City Finance
Director*

That all filling station Improvements, pumps, driveways, ramps, gutters,
sidewalks and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the expense of the applicant
as set forth upon the plan hereto attached, which plan bears the City Engineer1 a
file number 2-

(5) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto attach
ed marked 2-H-55k and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

(6) That before use of said station, the ov/ner shall apply to the Building
Inspector for final Inspection when he considers that 'he has compiled with all: the
requirements of the City.
